| this life. I realize that many job 
holders have made good and some

{the rule. The average job holder 
| will never be anything more than 
|a job holder the rest of his life. 
}1 feel that we should raise our 
children in a way which will train 
}them to stay away from jobs. We 
{should train them in the impor- 
tance of being a job-giver instead

|mer raises a son to be taken in 
| by the big towns or vities. In all 
| probability your son is to be a 
very small cog in some big wheel 
in the city. When your boy works
